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PUBLIC LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


‘The Public Library Development Committee met March 12, 1959, in the State 
Library. Roger B. Francis, President of [LA, summarized briefly the history of the 
bookmobile project to date, the legislation designed to implement it and the final 
letter from Mr. Schacter indicating his withdrawal from the project. “The opposition 
of the Small Libraries Group and the apathy of librarians and trustees in general 
were major factors in the defeat of the legislation. “The abandonment of the Schacter 


program not only left the Public Library Development Committee without an 


assignment but also brought all of us face to face with two problems, a joint organi- 

zation split by dissension and large areas of the state still without plans for service. 

It seems clear that little can be done about the second problem until librarians and 

trustees again are united in purpose. 

‘The committee therefore felt the need to redefine its objectives. A “grass roots” 
approach seemed to be indicated to establish rapport among librarians and trustees: 
(1) to provide increased two-way communication, (2) to determine a program which 
can have mutual support, (3) to take joint action in realizing the program determined. 

In the achievement of these goals, the committee felt that the following ways and 
means might be utilized : 

(1) Approach established informal library groups. Much useful exchange of ideas 
and information and some development of cooperative agreements have come out 
of these groups. It would seem that here is provided both an opportunity for 
the kind of two-way communication needed, and a definite climate of cooperation. 
Encourage establishment of new groups of this sort. Some areas of the state do not 
have such informal talk-it-over sessions, and should be encouraged to develop them. 
Perhaps this is a logical function of the District organization. 

Include library trustees in existing and new groups. ‘The inadequacy of present 
methods in getting information to trustees to say nothing of providing them with 
an opportunity to talk things out is a part of our basic problem. 

District and State conventions of ILA, IL’TA and ISLA should continue to 
devote some attention each session to Public Library Development. 

Emphasis in library publications on the reports of successful ettorts in cooperation 
among libraries and in development of new library systems should be helpful to 
the discovery of useful patterns. 

Person to person contacts. ‘he telephone, the letter, the personal visit are im- 
portant in clearing up misunderstandings and dispelling suspicion. 

Development of resource teams. “he need for thoroughly informed people to 
work with groups and in a person to person situation is essential if we want 
librarians and trustees to know what can and what cannot be done with existing 
facilities, existing legislation, present policies of the State Board of Accounts, ete. 

In considering the resources available to accomplish these goals and carry out the 
methods indicated, the committee listed the following: 

(1) [nformal library groups in existence. 

(2) IL’VA, ILA and Small Library Group comraittees and officers. 

Individual members of ILA, ISLA and ILA. 
Indiana State Library. 

Library training agencies. 

Bureau of Studies in Adult Education. 
Publications in library science. 








By way of taking positive action, the committee recommended that the following 


steps should Te taken: 


(,) ‘That an outline report be submitted to the joint Executive Boards of ILA-ILTA. 
(2) Vhat the district meeting time allotment for discussion of the National Library 
Week bookmobile project be used for discussion of problems of public library 


development in the state. 


(3) That the Associations should inform and request assistance from informal meet- 


ing groups of librarians in determining a program which can have mutual sup- 


port of librarians and trustees. 


(+) That a continuing sequence of articles appear in FOCUS relating to Public Li- 


brary Development beginning with the August issue.

(5) That a special report be made to trustees with regard to the problem which 


might logically include an analysis of failure of the bookmobile program and a 


request for suggestions of possible fresh approaches to the problem. 


(6) That one session of the annual conference be devoted to small group discussions 


considering the continuing problems and new practical methods of public library 


development in Indiana. 


In looking over its recommendations the committee real’zes that it has only laid 


the framework for achieving the first goal, of the outline, to provide increased two-way 


communication. 


However it is our feeling that it is only out of the achievement of 


this primary goal that the others may follow.

Report From the President to IZA Members 


Although the second observance of National Library Week in April went well with 
excellent recognition of libraries in national magazines, our own Indiana program was 
not the event it had been expected to be on the state level. We hope the program 
locally had good public support and response and that citizens were made aware of 
the services our town, city, county, college and school libraries offer for the education 
of children and the continuing education of adults. 

‘Through the generosity of the Bobbs-Merrill Company, Inc., there was a luncheon 
in Indianapolis on April 13 to honor Frederic Melcher on the occasion of his SOth 
birthday. Our Indiana Library Week Committee participated in the celebration and 
Harry W. Schacter, Chairman of our State Committee, spoke briefly. 

Jack Chitwood, Executive Director of our State Committee, is anxious to have 
reports of National Library Week events in local communities throughout the state 
so he can make a report to the national headquarters on our part in the nationwide 
observance. 

Since the last issue of FOCUS all ILA and IL’VA members have received a joint 
communication from the Associations’ presidents reporting the fate of the bookmobile 
project which Mr. Schacter had proposed to change the library map of Indiana. 

Elsewhere in this issue appears the report of the Public Library Development 
Committee which outlines its evaluation of the problem facing our Association as a 
result of our failure to support the Schacter project. 

The PLD Committee is now working on a questionnaire it proposes to send to all 
librarians and trustees to obtain comments and suggestions for a program (if members 
indeed want the Association to develop a program) which will have more enthusiastic 
support from all people interested in libraries in Indiana. Members are urged to read 
the PLD Committee report on page | and then take the questionnaire seriously. Give 
them both your best thought and attention and be sure to return the questionnaire with 
frank comments and suggestions. 

The Legislative Committee met following the end of the session of the General 
Assembly to evaluate its program, the results of which are summarized in this issue. 
The committee has suggested that a new committee be appointed immediately to report 
at the 1959 conference in November in Indianapolis on its proposed program for the 
1961 legislature so that the committee will have more time to plan and organize 
support. 

The 1959 Legislative Committee has recommended that the vetoed Delinquency 
Bill be introduced in 1961 and that House Bill +17, amending the 1947 Library Law 
to provide for the discontinuance of township levies in counties of 28,000 to 29,000 
population, be studied and examined to determine its impact and the possibility of work- 
ing for its repeal or further amendment. ILA members are urged to express themselves 
on these two suggestions and also tell the committee or officers what other possible 
legislation they would like to have the Association sponsor. 

At the joint meeting of the Executive Boards of ILA and IL’TA in March it was 
decided to participate in the luncheon for Congressmen in Washington during the 
ALA Conference in June. ‘he event is being sponsored by ALA to provide an oppor- 
tunity for librarians to become better acquainted with the members of their Con- 
eressional delegations and for the ALA to express thanks to Congress for its support
